records which prove their eligibil- 
ity for these medals. 


Final arrangements for the dis- 


tribution of these medals will be 
completed about August 15, 1947. 
It is anticipated that the Army Re- 
cruiting Service will work in coop- 
eration with the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars and the American Leg- 
ion to insure that all eligible per- 
sons receive these 
medals.

Rockefeller to 
Spend Millions 
for Economy

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can 
make reasonable profits from un- 
.tappcd sources. And he is convinc- 
ed that by building up the bad 
economic conditions of other parts 
of the world he can help preserve 
this country's high standard of liv- 
ing.

"We believe that the demonstra- 
tion farms ancl similar programs

The other phase of the program 
is frankly money-making. It will 
be handled by the International 
Basic Economy Corporation ancl 
subsidiaries for each country, of 
which two—for Venezuela and Bra 
zil—have been formed already 
But these will not seek enterpris- 
es where the greatest profits can 
be made.

Rockefeller to 
Spend Millions 
for Economy

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can 
make reasonable profits from un- 
.tappcd sources. And he is convinc- 
ed that by building up the bad 
economic conditions of other parts 
of the world he can help preserve 
this country's high standard of liv- 
ing.

Rockefeller to 
Spend Millions 
for Economy

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can 
make reasonable profits from un- 
.tappcd sources. And he is convinc- 
ed that by building up the bad 
economic conditions of other parts 
of the world he can help preserve 
this country's high standard of liv- 
ing.

The other phase of the program 
is frankly money-making. It will 
be handled by the International 
Basic Economy Corporation ancl 
subsidiaries for each country, of 
which two—for Venezuela and Bra 
zil—have been formed already 
But these will not seek enterpris- 
es where the greatest profits can 
be made. They will enter those 
fields where there seems to be 
the greatest need for goods or ser 
vices to benefit the greatest num- 
ber of persons.

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can

The Rockefeller scheme has tw 
parts.

A third of the oil companies 
nr-mcy is an outright gift to th 
AIA. 
The AIA will cooperate with lo 
cal governments to establish rura 
demonstration and seed far.ms, to 
experiment with crop rotation, to 
provide training programs of var- 
ious types, such as the agricultural 
extension services do in this coun- 
try. 
It intends to supplement 54 cooper- 
ative agreements which the U .S, 
Institute of Inter-American Affairs 
has -with Latin American govern- 
ment's roycrine agriculture, ncluca- 
tion, public health and the like. 


"To illustrate how it will work, ' 
says Rockefeller, 
"consider; the 
matter of fresh water -in the 'Am- 
azon valley during the war 
'In three of the most important 
rubber area towns the U. S. in- 
stalled filter systems. As a -re- 
sult, 15 other towns in the Ama- 
zon valley came to us and said: 
'Look. If you will put in sdch 
systems for us, we will raise the 
money lo pnv fnr thorn." We dirj 
and health 
and sanitation condi- 


tions were improved in all these 
towns. 
"We believe that the demonstra- 
tion farms ancl similar programs 
of the AIA will create 
similar 
spreading interest in other lines." 


The other phase of the program 
is frankly money-making. It will 
be handled by the International 
Basic Economy Corporation ancl 
subsidiaries for each country, of 
which two—for Venezuela and Bra 
zil—have been formed already 
But these will not seek enterpris- 
es where the greatest profits can 
be made. They will enter those 
fields where there seems to be 
the greatest need for goods or ser 
vices to benefit the greatest num- 
ber of persons. 
"Wo will >'et a picture, in each 
country, of the most urgent needs, 
Rockefeller says. "We will deter- 
mine the areas where there are 
shortages of production—either in 
goods or in services or both, 
'We will create corporations, to 
operate on sound business princl 
pies for reasonable profits, to sup 
ply the needed goods and services, 
These also 
should create 
new 
wealth and therefore new capital 
should expand the economies at the 
countries and raise their standarc 
of living. 
"We shall organize and operate 
the corporations in 
c.ooperatioi 


with local interests. t(M the cap 
ital will be raised locally. As sooi 
as we -aro satisfied that thev ar 
running successfully, we shall sel 
our interest to local people.

Rockefeller to 
Spend Millions 
for Economy

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can 
make reasonable profits from un- 
.tappcd sources. And he is convinc- 
ed that by building up the bad 
economic conditions of other parts 
of the world he can help preserve 
this country's high standard of liv- 
ing. 
"We cannot have peace and secur- 
ity without improving the economy 
in'other t>arts of the world," he

The Rockefeller scheme has tw 
parts. One is non-profit. This wi' 
be handled by the American In 
ternalional Association for 
Eco 
nomic and Social Development (th 
AIA). 
A third of the oil companies 
nr-mcy is an outright gift to th 
AIA. 
The AIA will cooperate with lo 
cal governments to establish rura 
demonstration and seed far.ms, to 
experiment with crop rotation, to 
provide training programs of var- 
ious types, such as the agricultural 
extension services do in this coun- 
try. 
It intends to supplement 54 cooper- 
ative agreements which the U .S, 
Institute of Inter-American Affairs 
has -with Latin American govern- 
ment's roycrine agriculture, ncluca- 
tion, public health and the like. 


"To illustrate how it will work, ' 
says Rockefeller, 
"consider; the 
matter of fresh water -in the 'Am- 
azon valley during the war 
'In three of the most important 
rubber area towns the U. S. in- 
stalled filter systems. As a -re- 
sult, 15 other towns in the Ama- 
zon valley came to us and said: 
'Look. If you will put in sdch 
systems for us, we will raise the 
money lo pnv fnr thorn." We dirj 
and health 
and sanitation condi- 


tions were improved in all these 
towns. 
"We believe that the demonstra- 
tion farms ancl similar programs 
of the AIA will create 
similar 
spreading interest in other lines." 


The other phase of the program 
is frankly money-making. It will 
be handled by the International 
Basic Economy Corporation ancl 
subsidiaries for each country, of 
which two—for Venezuela and Bra 
zil—have been formed already 
But these will not seek enterpris- 
es where the greatest profits can 
be made. They will enter those 
fields where there seems to be 
the greatest need for goods or ser 
vices to benefit the greatest num- 
ber of persons. 
"Wo will >'et a picture, in each 
country, of the most urgent needs, 
Rockefeller says. "We will deter- 
mine the areas where there are 
shortages of production—either in 
goods or in services or both, 
'We will create corporations, to 
operate on sound business princl 
pies for reasonable profits, to sup 
ply the needed goods and services, 
These also 
should create 
new 
wealth and therefore new capital 
should expand the economies at the 
countries and raise their standarc 
of living. 
"We shall organize and operate 
the corporations in 
c.ooperatioi 


with local interests. t(M the cap 
ital will be raised locally.

Rockefeller to 
Spend Millions 
for Economy

New York — Nelson Rockefeller's 
grandfather made 
millions 
and 
Kiwc away dimes as a hobby. But 
Nelson, after a distinguished ca- 
reer in public service, is preparing 
to spend millions on an experiment 
that he hopes will raise the stand- 
ard of living throughout the world, 
Starting in Venezuela and Bra- 


zil, 
the 39-year-old grandson of 
John D. is ready to begin spend- 
ing oil money—his own, his broth- 
ers' and that of two1 petroleum 
companies—to provide better food, 
more healthful living conditions, 
better jobs and better, opportunities 
for the world's under-privileged. 
Rockefeller and his 
associates 


deny that their plan is an attempt 
to fight Communism with dollars. 
It was conceived, they insist, k'.ig 
before there was any apparent need 
for combatting Communist expan 
sionism. 
"You might call it 'reasonable 
capitalism," says Francis A. Jam- 
ieson; one of the associates 
His idea is partly good neighbor- 
lincss, conceived before World War 
II and perfected during the years 
he served as Co-orrlinator for In- 
ter-American Affairs and as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for La- 
tin American Affairs. 
But it goes much deeper. He be- 
lieves that venture capital, follow- 
ing in the trail he is blazing, can 
make reasonable profits from un- 
.tappcd sources. And he is convinc- 
ed that by building up the bad 
economic conditions of other parts 
of the world he can help preserve 
this country's high standard of liv- 
ing.

It will 
be handled by the International 
Basic Economy Corporation ancl 
subsidiaries for each country, of 
which two—for Venezuela and Bra 
zil—have been formed already 
But these will not seek enterpris- 
es where the greatest profits can 
be made. They will enter those 
fields where there seems to be 
the greatest need for goods or ser 
vices to benefit the greatest num- 
ber of persons. 
"Wo will >'et a picture, in each 
country, of the most urgent needs, 
Rockefeller says. "We will deter- 
mine the areas where there are 
shortages of production—either in 
goods or in services or both,

pies for reasonable profits, to sup 
ply the needed goods and services,

should create

wealth and therefore new capital 
should expand the economies at the 
countries and raise their standarc 
of living.

This is an unusual 
expedition 


Heretofore, the Eskimo has, ;been 
asked to leave his igloo and sub- 
mit himseit ai.a medical mission 
for study. This time the scientists 
are going to tne Eskimo 


Dr. Brown and his associates will 


devote a large part of the investi- 
gation to the aiei of Ihe Eskimo 
They want to know the answers to 
such questons as: Is it really a 
nigh tat diet as is popularly be- 
lieved? Is it an adequate diet, or 
does il lead lo nutritional deficien- 
cies? 


Other questions will include the 


Eskimo's vulnerability to 
cerlain 


contagious diseases, nis apparent- 
ly complete immunity to otner dis- 
eases. No case ot cancer ever has 
been recorded among the Eskimoes. 


The expedition is taking 
some 


2,000 pounds of equipment, includ- 
ing a deep freeze unit This is to 
be used lor the preservation 
of 


samples, such as blood and urine, 
whicn the scientists hope to bring 
back and study in 
their 
labora- 
tories By injecting ntons intra- 
venously and 
taking 
blood 
and 
urine samples to check the rate of 
absorption of fats into the blood 
and tho time of elimination by the 
kianoys, ihe scientists hope to dis- 
cover any differences belween the 
metabolism of the white man and 
that o£ the Eskimo. 
Beiore leaving, they pointed out 


that a radical difference in roeta- 
oolish might suggest thai Ihe white 
man could not nope to adapt him- 
self to the environment of the Eski- 
mo. However, if there is no radical 
difference, then the problem might 
well be one only of diet. 
The scientists are making 
the 


trip to Ihe Arctic by plane. At one 
time it was feared the expedition 
might have to be called off. The 
supply ship, Nascopie, fully loaded 
wan materials and expensive scien- 
tific equipment, foundered in Hud- 
son Bay. Public opinion, however, 
caused the government lo re-outfit 
the expedition, and it is now on its 
way.Dr. Brown may bring back some 
news lor other scientists, including 
those who believe that treasures 
of mineral wealth may be found in 
the Arctic. 
And thcie may be another war, 


with much of the 
action taking 
place in the Arctic, some military 
men believe.
